I have  the  honoi^  to  present  to  you  my  annual 
report  on  the  health  of  the  district  for  the  year  1937 • 
accordance  v;ith  Circular  2067  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the 
reoort  is  an  interim  one  and  confined  to  matters  of  urgency 
ancl  alterations  owing  to  the  war.  Records  are  t)eing  preserved 
in  order  that  a full  report  may  be  made  after  the  cesscution  of 

hostilities.

of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  Urban  District  Councils  o 
Alderlev  Edge  e^nd  ViMlmslow,  he^has  also  under  cxrangement 
the  County  Souncil  become  filinical  MedicaU  Officer  to  the  Child 
Welfare  Centres  in  the  district. 

The  pressure  of  special  work  both  in  ^epcxation 
for  and  due  to  the  war  has  been_ prxticularly  racxked  in  this 
district  as  it  is  both  a specified  and  a reception  area. 

About  6,000  evacuees  v^ere  received  into  this 
district  in  September,  but  by  the  end  of  the  yecx,  duetto  the 
Evacu?.tion  area  being  too  easy  of  access,  the  number  mas 
depleted  by  evacuees,  especially  mothers  'and  accompanied  chilaren 

returning  to  their  homes. 

To  cope  vdth  the  extra  work  the  'following  services 
v/ore  brou^t  into  being  or  augmented. 

(a)  A temporary  isolation  Hospital  wr,s  opened  v/ith  25  beds  and 
has  been  continued.  This  hospital  (consisting 

detached  houses)  is  primarily  for  'tbo  reception, of  the  infectious 
diseases  which  are  normally  nursca  at  home,  but 
such  cases  the  promises  have  been  usca  as  a sick  been 

trertment  of  impetigo,  scabies  and  the  like,  C.^sos  n..ve  oeen 

admitted  from  surrounding  districts 

treated.  The  hospital  is  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Hecdth, 

(b)  Two  CiviT  Nursing  Reserve  nurses  were  appointed  to  ^ssist 
in  the  treatment  of  evacuees  at  home  .and ^to  give  assistance^  the 
school  clinics.  . This  number  was  roaucea  to  one  as  the  number 

of  evacuees  declined. 

(c)  Extra  sessions  were  worked  at  .Sc^bool  Minor  Ailment 
Clinics  at  Cheadle  <md  Cheadle  Hulrne,  sessions  being 

;xi  extra  clinic  w.as  commenced  at  Heald  Green.  The  clinic  ..t 
Heald  Green  was  later  closed  and  the  number  of  sessions  ..t  the 
other  clinics  reverted  to  thrice  v^eekly.

The  Sr.nit'-,ry  Circumstr.ncGs  of  the  rxor.  during  the 
ye'^.r  refirhnocl  sr-tisfrxtory  but  thoro  wc.s  r.  considcr^ibic  dimin- 
ution in  th9  work  clone  both  on  account  of  air  raid  precaution 
and  Gvacucation  activities  and  there  being  an  unavoidable  gap 
between  the  resi^ation  of  the  Assistant  Sanitany  Inspector  and 
his  successor  taking  up  duties » 

The  generaA  provision  of  health  services  for  the  e.rea 
was  altered  as  above  and  also  in  one  other  particular 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  children  under  16 
yec.rs  of  age  were  removed  to  Westhulme  Hospital,  Oldham  from 
the  outbreak  of  hostilities « This  enrengement  ceased  at  the 
end  of  the  years  a.nd  cases  are  admitted,  as  in  peacetime,  to 
Monsall  Ho s pita,!. 

The  Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  district  is  dealt  with

Lady  and  Gentlemen. 


In  co“opera.tion  with  your  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  I ha,ve  the  honour  to  present  my  report  for  the  year  in 
accordance  with  the  reouirements  of  Circular  2067  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health. 


During  the  early  part  of  the  year  consider- 
able time  was  spent  on  the  preparation  of  the  scheme  for  the 
reception  of  evacuees,  to  enable  the  Council  to  supply  the  returns 
asked  for  by  the  Central  authority. 

Routine  inspections  were  carried  out,  but 
after  the  outbrea.k  of  war  and  consequent  a.dditiona.1  duties,  it 
became  increasingly  difficult  to  carry  out  the  majority  of  these 
inspections,  activity  was  therefore  confined  to  places  where 
foods  were  prepared  for  sale,  slau^ter  houses  and  shops. 

The  refuse  collection  system  was  changed 
during  the  year,  a completely  mecha,nised  system  being  brougit 
into  use  in  lieu  of  the  Pageiield  System  or  horses  and  motor. 


HOUSING.  10  hon.ces  wer^^  demolished  in  Clearance  iireas 

thus  practically  completing  demolitions  of  property  in  areas 
which  have  been  the  subjeot  of  confirmed  Clearance  Orders.

Housing',  a preliminary  inspection  of  further  houses  was  commenced  in 
order  thc-t  a list  of  those  which  require  ecarly  inspection  migjit  be 
presented,  but  this  will  have  to  be  recommenced  ci^fter  the  cessa,tion 
of  hostilities. 

Infectious  Diseases,  the  total  number  of  notif ications  during  the 
year  was  lOj,  as  against.  160  in  1938?  spite  of  the  influx  of 

evacuees  and  the  increase  in  population,  this  low  incidence  was 
common,  to  the  country  as  a vi/hole.  The  cases  consisted  of  Diphtheric;. 
29-  Scarlet  Fever  24-:  Pneumonia  14:  Erysipelas  8:  Puerperal  Pyrexia  6: 
.icute  Poliomyelitis  1:  Measles  (only  notiiiable  in  last  quarter)  1: 
Pulmonary  Tuoerculosis  1^:  Non- pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

. Diphtheria  Vi^as  the  only  disease  which  showed 

^n  increased  prevalence.  Eleven  of  the  29  notified  cases  occurred 
in  ne  residential  school  over  a period  of  7 days,  none  of  these 
cases  was  of  a severe  type,  though  the  ca,usal  organism  was  of  the 
gicavis  type.  The  children  ha.d  been  extensively  inxiunised, 

A policy  of  iromediate  odmission  of  cc.ses  to 
hospital,  even  v/here  doubtful,  v/as  persued.,  the  dicugnosis  of  7 
notified  cases  vvas  not  confirmed  in  hosoital.  There  were  no 
death  s , 


no  comment. 


The  incidence  of  the  other  disecases  requires 
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The  subject  of  Diphtheria  Immunisation  was  fullT'  dealt 
with  in  my  monthly  report  dated  9th  Marchj  1940,  and  the 
position  may  be  summarised  as  follows 

(1)  The  Prophylactics  used  are  r.lum  precipitated  toxoid  and 
toxin  antitoxin  floccules  according  to  the  age  of-the  child  or  ' 
the  choice  of  the  practitioner »

(2)  The  facilities  are  available  free  of  charge  at  the 
Public  Health  Offices  and  at  the  Cheadle  Hulme  Infa^nt  Welfare 
Centre,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  carrying  out  the  immunisations. 


f3)  The  mater ia.ls  are  available  to  practitioners  free  of  cost 
for  the  immunisation  of  children  resident  in  the  district. 


The  total  number  of  children  immunised  since  the  first 
inception  of  the  scheme  in  late.1936  to  31st  December  1939 
was  llol. 


The  figures  for  the  year  1939  were 

Under  5 years  of  age  I90. 

5 years  of  age  & over  3^7. 

Age  not  recorded  10«. 

Total  567. 

Serum  for  use  in  pneumonia,  and  convalescent  serum  or 
immune  globulins  for  use  in  measles  have  not  been  used,  nor  have 
there  been  any  special  steps  tahen  as  regards  whooping  cough. 


In  conclusion  I desire  to  tha.nk  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  for  the  encouragement  they  have  given  me 
in  working  for  the  health  of  the  district.  I also  wisn  to 
acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  given  me  by  the  Clerk  to 
the  Council  and  the  work  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors,  both 
of. whom  have  given  unsparingly  in  carrying  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  De;')artment  along  with  the  added  duties  of  war  time. 
My  thanks  are  due  too.  to  Dr.  Bean  for  deputising  for  me  and 
for  his  great  interest  in  the  progress  of  both  public  health 
and  air  raid  precaution  work.
